WHERE ARE YOU 


CASTING YOUR VOTE? 


John Wesley once said to a fellow citizen, "Act as if the whole election depended on your 


vote.'1 There is a sense in which the whole future depends on your votes and mine in favor of 
the Christian Ethic. Every decision in terms of our commitment of time and money cast a vote 
one way or the other. 


We can neutralize our votes by the "realistic" approach to these decisions. This happens 


quite frequently in the area of faith. A colleague of the late Franklin D. Roosevelt said that 
FDR believed firml> in Christian principles and tried to put them into practice whenever 
possible. Isn't that really descriptive of many of us. We are willing to put our Christian be- 
liefs into practice (to cast a vote for the Christian Ethic) as long as they appear realistic and 
practical to us. We vote in terms of what is expedient, profitable to us, rather than for what 
we know to be good and right and true for our da>. 


A look at tne earlv Christians will reveal that they faced a most impossible situation, 


but their Christian faith laid such a hold on them that they wouldn't think of deciding for the 
expediency of the moment. They weren't casting their vote for the Christian faith whenever 
possible, Nothing else mattered except that they remain faithful even at the peril of their 
own lives. A vote for Caesar would have been expedient but thousands chose a vote for Christ, 
which meant certain death, instead. Spiritual faithfulness was the deciding factor in their lives 
not practical considerations. 


If we, in judging Christian principles, push them aside as being -'too idealistic" to be prac- 


tical we mav be voting against our own best interests. Any decision of that magnitude without 
an eternal reference is on shakv ground. Where are you casting the vote of your time and 
monev "> That vote is far more critical than the one in the ballot box. You can tell what it is 
that >ou are voting for in life by a clear look at what you do with your time and money. Each 
of us has some of this to invest. Is it going toward the support of those forces strengthening 
and upbuilding the lives of others'5 Or merelv for self -gratification •> Are the forces of justice, 
peace and compassion receiving their vote ' The} need our sjpport as never before. The 
great biographer Philip Guedalla once lectured on the difficult the biographer has in finding out 
what kind of person his subject reallj was. He described what he had done when he was pre- 
paring his biographj of the Duke of Wellington. Where did he look for evidence of the Duke's 
true character as a person'' In the Duke s checkbooks. There in the stubs and cancelled checks 
he found what were the nearest and dearest concerns of the Duke. He found where he had cast 
his votes in this maddening world. 


Is jour religion on a "sometime thing"3 'Are you casting the vote of your time toward your 


church"? And what about your check stubs do they show a concern for those outside your im- 
mediate circle*7 Cast your vote for the forces of decency and compassion in our society.

WHERE ARE YOU 
CASTING YOUR VOTE? 


John W esley once said to a fellow citizen, “ Act as if the whole election depended on your 
vote.” There is a sense in which the whole future depends on your votes and mine in favor of 
tb*» Christian Ethic. Every decision in term s of our commitment of time and money cast a vote 
one way or the other. 


We can neutralize our votes by the “ realistic” approach to these decisions. This happens 
quite frequently in the area of faith. A colleague of the late Franklin D. Roosevelt said that 
FDR believed firmly in Christian principles and tried to put them into practice whenever 
possible. Isn’t that really descriptive of many of us. We are willing to put our Christian be­ 
liefs into practice (to cast a vote for the Christian Ethic) as long as they appear realistic and 
practical to us. We vote in terms of what is expedient, profitable to us, rather than for what 
we know to be good and right and true for our day. 


A look at the early Christians will reveal that they faced a most impossible situation, 
but their Christian faith laid such a hold on them that they wouldn't think of deciding for the 
expediency of the moment. They weren’t casting their vote for the Christian faith whenever 
possible. Nothing else mattered except that they remain faithful even at the peril of their 
own lives. A vote for Caesar would have been expedient but thousands chose a vote for Christ, 
which meant certain death, instead. Spiritual faithfulness was the deciding factor in their lives 
not practical considerations. 


If we, in judging Christian principles, push them aside as being “ too idealistic” to be prac­ 
tical we may be voting against our own best interests. Any decision of that magnitude without 
an eternal reference is on shaky ground. Where are you casting the vote of your time and 
money? That vote is far more critical than the one in the ballot box. You can tell what it is 
that you are voting for in life by a clear look at what you do with your time and money. Each 
of us has some of this to invest. Is it going toward the support of those forces strengthening 
and upbuilding the lives of others? Or merely for self-gratification? Are the forces of justice, 
peace and compassion receiving their vote? They need our support as never before. The 
great biographer Philip Guedalla once lectured on the difficult the biographer has in finding out 
what kind of person his subject really was. He described what he had done when he was pre­ 
paring his biography of the Duke of Wellington. Where did he look for evidence of the Duke’s 
true character as a person? In the Duke's checkbooks. There in the stubs and cancelled checks 
he found what were the nearest and dearest concerns of the Duke. He found where he had cast 
his votes in this maddening world. 


Is your religion on a “ sometime thing?'’Are you casting the vote of your time toward your 
church? And what about your check stubs do they show a concern for those outside your im ­ 
mediate circle? Cast your vote for the forces of decency and compassion in our society.

John Wsstey ones said to a fellow citizen, “ Act as if ths whole election depended on your 
vote.’* There te a sense in which the whole future depends on your votes and mine in fsvor of 
♦he rh ristte n Ethic. Every decision lnterm sof our commitment of time and money cast s vote 
one w»y or the other. 


We can neutralize our votes by ths “ realistic" approach to these decisions. This happens 
quite frequently in the area of faith. A colleague of the late Franklin D. Roosevelt s»td that 
FDR believed firmly in Christian principias and tried to put them Into practice whenever 
possible. Isn't that really descriptive of many of us. We are willing to put our Christian be» 
lie is into practice (to cast a vote for the Christian Ethic) as long as they appear realistic and 
practical to us. We vote in term s of what is expedient, profitable to us, rather than for what 
we know to be good and right and true for our day. 


A lock at the early Christians will reveal that they faced a moat impossible situation, 
but their Christian faith laid such a hold on them that they wouldn’t think of deciding for the 
expediency at the moment. They weren't casting their vote for the Christian faith whenever 
possible. Nothing e ls e mattered except that they remain faithful even at the peril of their 
own lives. A vote for Caesar would have been expedient but thousands chose a vote for Christ, 
which meant certain death, Instead. Spiritual faithfulness was the deciding factor in their lives 
not practical considerations. 


If w«, in judging Christian principles, push them aside as being “ too idealistic” to be prac­ 
tical we may be voting against our own best interests. Any decision of that magnitude without 
an eternal reference is on shaky ground. Where are you casting the vote of your time and 
money? That vote is far more critical than the one in the ballot box. You can tell what it is 
that you are voting for in life by a clear look at what you do with your time and money. Each 
of us has some of this to invest. Is it going toward the support of those forces strengthening 
and upbuilding the lives of others? Or merely for self-gratification? Are the forces of justice, 
peace and compassion receiving their vote? They need our support as never before. The 
great biographer Philip Guedalla once lectured on the difficult the biographer has In finding out 
what kind of person hts subject really was. He described what he had done when he was p re ­ 
paring his biography of the Duke of Wellington. Where did he look for evidence of the Duke's 
true character as a person^ In the Duke's checkbooks. There in the stubs and cancelled checks 
he found what were the nearest and dearest concerns of the Duke. He found where he had cast 
his votes in this maddening world. 


Is your religion on a “ sometime thing ? ’ Are you casting the vote oí your time toward your 
church? And what about your check stubs do they show a concern for those outside your im ­ 
mediate circle? Cast your vote for the forces of decency and compassion In our society.

PICKS GROUP OF ELECTORS 


Vofe Nof Rea/// Cast For 
Candidate; Not Directly 


By CARL P. LEUBSDORF 


WASHINGTON (AP)- Citizens 
going to the polls next Tuesday 
thinking they will be voting for 
Richard M. Nixon or Hubert H. 
Humphrey, or George C. Wal- 
lace, will be wrong. 
Instead, they actually will be 
voting for a group of people 
called 
presidential electors. 


The electors picked will decide 
who will be the next president 
— unless, for the third time in 
the nation's history, the issue 
gets passed on to the U. S. 
House of Representatives. 
It's all because of the indirect 


system for election of a presi- 
dent developed by the framers 
of the Constitution. 
Originally, the state legisla- 
tures picked the electors, but 
that was soon changed to give 
the job to the people. 


In fact, the electors soon be- 
came rubber stamps, reflecting 
the result of the popular vote. 
This year, however, because 
of the uncertainty caused by a 
three-way 
presidential race, 


there is more chance that the 
electors will act independently. 


In order to be elected, a cand- 
idate must receive the votes of 
at least 270 of the 538 electors. 
But with three major candi- 
dates this year, it is possible 
that none will win in enough 
states to be assured 270 elect - 
toral votes. 
Each state has a number of 
electors equal to its senators 
and congressmen. For example, 
Maryland, with eight 
House 


members and two in the Senate, 
has 10 electoral votes. 
The District of Columbia, with 
no congressional representa- 
tion, was given three electoral 
votes by the 23rd Amendment. 


In each state, voters selecting 


among the various presidential 
candidates are actually picking 
from 
slates of electors. In 


some, they vote for a whole 
slate, in others for individual 
electors. Whichever candidate 
gets the most votes in the state, 
his electors win. It doesn't 
matter if he gets 90percent, or 
receives one more vote than 
each of his opponents. 


On Dec. 16, the electors se- 
lected 
the general 
election 


meet in their respective state 
capitals to cast their votes for 
president and vice president. 


With rare exceptions, electors 


Build New School Or 
Teach Kids In Tents 
Is Choice Of Voters 


IGO (AP) —One question fac- 


ing voters in a Shasta County 
school district is whether the 
Igo school shall be closed and 
the students be taught in tents 
"or other temporary struc- 
tures." 
Voters in the Igo-Ono-Platina 
School District have several 
other choices when they go to 
the polls Nov. 5 in regard to the 
100-year-old Igo school, which 
has been declared unsafe. 
Four consecutive times they 
have rejected bond issues to re- 
place the school, about 20 miles 
west of Redding in the foothills 
of the Trinity Alps. 


Other ballot proposals this 


year are to issue $113,000 in 
school construction bonds, to 
approve a $57,000 state appor- 
tionment for the construction, 
or to levy a higher school tax 
that would build up in six years 
to enough for a new school. 


The school is used by pupils 


In grades five through eight. 


have generally followed the in- 
structions of 
their 
state's 


voters. But they don't have to. 
Only 17 states have any kind of 
legal instruction for electors, 
and only three provide penalties 
for those who fail to follow their 
mandate. 
Thus, between the time they 
are elected and the time they 
vote, the electors could decide 
to vote i'or someone other than 
the candidate they represented 
on Election Day. 
Wallace, whose candidacy is

Tuesday, has said that he will 
attempt to deal with one of the 
other two candidates if he ends 
up with the balatace of power. 


Even if their candidate gives 


them instructions, most of the 
electors would be entirely free 
to vote Dec. 16 for whomever 
they want — including someone 
other than Humphrey, Nixon or 
Wallace. 


Most, however, are veteran 


party 
functionaries, 
made 


electors as a reward for long 
service, likely to stay loyal to 
their party and its candidate. 


However, even if there is bar- 


gaining for electors' support 
there would be no guarantee 
that any candidate would get 
the necessary 270 votes. 


If that happens, the Constitu- 


tion provides that the House to 
be elected Nov. 5 would pick the 


new president from among the 
three top contenders, in terms 
of electoral votes. The new 
Senate would pick the vice pres- 
ident from among the top two. 


Voting 
would start Jan. G, 


right after Congress officially 
tabulates the votes cast Dec. 
16 by the electors. 


In the Senate, each senator 


would have one vote, with a ma- 
jority needed to win. II' the 
Hurnphrey-Muskie ticket places 
first 
or second, an expected 


Democratic 
majority in the 


Senate would likely elect Sen. 
Edmunds. Muskie as vice pres- 
ident. 
But if the Democrats run third, 


the choice would be between 
Gen. Curtis E. LeMay and Gov. 
Spiro T. Agnew. 


In the House, each state has 


one vote in picking a president. 
The vote is decided by each 
state's House delegation, with a 
majority in control. Thus, Ne- 
vada's one congressman would 
have as much to say about the 
outcome as New York's 41- 
member House delegation. An 
evenly split delegation —there 
are three now — might lose its 
vote completely. 
To win in the House, a candi- 


date must receive the votes of 
26 of the 50 states. The District 
of Columbia, with no House 
seats, would have no vote. 
With three candidates and the 
possibility of several evenly

free of charge post- 


abortion checkups, contracept- 
ive advice, pregnancy tests and 
other services. 
It's the brainchild of Patricia 
Maginnis, 39-year-oldlabtech- 
nician who saw the need for such 
facilities. 
"Our aim is emergency care 


for girls who have undergone 
abortions — often in Mexico— 
and who have nobody else to 
turn to without 
embarrass- 


ment," commented Dr. David 
B. Cheek, one of five gyne- 
cologists who help.

In Capital City 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


State Public Works Board has 
allocated $806,000 to rebuild 
and restore two historic build- 
ings in Sacramento's old West 
End.

•? - 
Vote Not Really Cast For

WASHINGTON (A P )- Citizens 
going to the polls next Tuesday 
thinking they will be voting for 
Richard M. Nixon or Hubert H. 
Humphrey, or George C. Wal­ 
lace, will be wrong. 
Instead, they actually will be 
voting for a group of people 
called 
presidential electors. 
The electors picked will decide 
who will be the next president 
— unless, for the third time in 
the nation’s history, the issue 
gets passed on to the U. S. 
House of Representatives. 
It’s all because of the indirect 
system for election of a presi­ 
dent developed by the framers 
of the Constitution. 
Originally, the state legisla­ 
tures picked the electors, but 
that was soon changed to give 
the job to the people.

This year, however, because 
of the uncertainty caused by a 
three-way 
presidential race, 
there is more chance that the 
electors will act independently.

Animals On A Diet 


Thanks to human weight-watching, the weight of meat-pro- 


ducing animals also is being watched. The situation was neatly 
summed up recently by a well known judge of livestock, George 
W. Strathearn; "This is the red meat era. Fat's out. The day of 
the waddly fat steer, or hog or sheep, is gone." 


Housewives growing more conscious of the dangers of too much 


fat in the diet gave the changeover from well larded meat its ini- 
tial impetus some years ago. They began to demand leaner hams 
and bacon at the butcher shop. The butcher told the breeders, and 
they went to work to produce leaner hogs. 


Soon cattle and sheep, too, were getting the trimmed-down 


treatment. The transition took longer than with hogs, but generally 
speaking today's beef and lamb also are leaner than was the case 
not many years ago. 


All this lends support to the belief that in the long run the con- 


sumer's wishes prevail in the marketplace. This time, considering 
what medical science tells us about the perils of cholesterol 
from too much animal fat, the consumer's wishes seem to coincide 
with his welfare.

living religions of the world, 
because there was emphasis 
on hope and encouragement 
rather than despair and anx- 
iety. This supports the modern 
concept of the relationship be- 
tween the mind and the body, 
which now is considered a 
single un:ty rather than two 
distinctly different parts of 
the total makeup of every hu- 
man being. 


Modern education has im- 


pressed on people everywhere 
that it i* no longer a shame 


or stigma to seek help and 
guidance 
for 
an 
emotional 


problem. Mature adults now 
recognize that seeking such 
guidance is no different from 
requesting a physician's help 
for the treatment of a physi- 
cal illness. 


There are hundreds of thou- 


sands of square miles all over 
the United States in which 
there are no specialists for the 
treatment 
of neurotic com- 


plaints. The general practic- 
ing physician is truly the bul- 
wark of support for people 
with psychological problems 
for which they need proper 
help and direction.

George Papandreou, together 
with his son Andreas, a former 
professor at the University oi 
Minnesota and the Umversit> 01 
California. 
In the United States, interest 
has concentrated more on Ag- 
new's conflicts of interest m 
Maryland, as developed by the 
New York Times. Its report 
on Agnew dealt with the fact 
that he was a director and 
stockholder in a bank which held 
$200,000 in state funds while 
he, as governor, was entrusted 
with administering the banking 


laws of Maryland. 
The Times alsopointed out that 
he bought up land which was 
later selected as an approach to 
a bridge. Agnew, as governor, 
helped select the location of the 
bridge. 


Many diplomats, however, are 


equally if not more interested 
in what Agnew's interest would

PAPPAS CHOSE AGNEW 
Later, when Nixon was looking 


around for a vice presidential 
running mate, Pappas played a 
part in Agnew's selection. 


At a meeting in the law of- 
fice of Lord, Day and Lord, of 
which former Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell is a part- 
ner, it was decided that Mayor 
John 
Lindsay 
of New York 


should be Nixon's running mate. 
But when Sen. Strom Thurmond 
turned thumbs down, Tom Pap- 
pas was one of those who en- 
couraged the selection of his 
friend Gov. Agnew of Maryland. 
It was suggested at the time that 
Pappas could raise substantial 
funds from Greek -Americans 
to support Agnew. 


This financial support, how- 
ever, has been disappointing. 
Greek shipowners who were ex- 
pected to contribute have been 
reluctant. Many Americans of 
Greek descent have also held 
back, though they have been an- 
xious to support 
the three 


G r e e k - American Congress- 
men, John Brademas of Indiana, 
Peter Kyros of Maine and Nick 
Galifianakis of North Carolina, 
all highly respected members 
of Congress. 


Pappas has worked hard at the 


money -raising job and even took 
a trip all the way to 'New Or- 
leans to contact William Helis. a 
leader of the Greek -American 
community. 
He came back 


empty-handed. 
Pappas has now returned to 


Athens to handle pressing busi- 
ness affairs, somewhat dis- 
couraged over the failure of 
Greek-Americans to support 
the governor of Maryland. 


Among those who have contri- 


buted, however, is Joseph M. 
Linsey, the former Boston boot- 
legger who is alsopart owner of 
the Suffolk Downs race track 
and the Taunton dog track, and 
whose underworld ties combin- 
ed 
with generous charitable 


contributions have made him 
one of the most controversial 
figures in Massachusetts. 
Meanwhile, it will be interest- 


ing to see what influence Gov. 
Agnew has on American Greek 
policy when and if he becomes 
Vice President. The 
London 


Sunday 
Times recently com- 


mented, referring to Pappas, 
that "One of Agnew's most in- 
fluential backers . . . is a 
Greek -American 
millionaire 


with interesting links with the 
Central Intelligence Agency who 
is an open champion of the 
Greek junta." In view of this. 
the Times noted, "The rulers 
of Greece have decided they 
no longer need to spend their 
$250,000 budget which they had 
allocated for public relations 
work in the United States," 
Greece, the birthpl3ce of de- 
mocracy, is a key member of 
NATO and the first European 
nation to receive American aid 
under the Truman Doctrine. 
Americans of Greek descent are 
about evenly, though bitterly, 
divided as to whether the pres- 
ent government by the colonels 
is good or bad for Greece.

Aid For Aged, Blind, Disabled 


SACRAMENTO — The -'crit- 
ical shelter needs" of aged, 
blind and disabled welfare re- 
cipients are the target of pro- 
posed 
new regulations State 


Welfare Director John C.Mont- 
gomery will present at a public 
hearing in Carmel on Nov. 8. 
The hearing is being held in con- 
junction with the annual meeting 
of the County Welfare Directors 
Association of California. 


The proposed provisions would 
establish a means of meeting, 
on a limited, short-term basis, 
the unmet shelter needs of cer- 
tain recipients of Old Age Se- 
curity, Aid to Blind, and Aid to 
Disabled public assistance pro- 
grams. 


Montgomery said the statutory 
basis for the proposed regula- 
tions is Senate Bill 8 (Miller- 
Petris). It was adopted by the 
legislature this year as an ur- 
gency measure so it became ef- 
fective immediately upon Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan's signa- 
ture. The bill provides, in part, 
for the budget transfer of $1 
million in state Senior'Citizens 
Tax Assistance funds to meet 
the unmet shelter needs of pub- 
lic assistance recipients during 
the balance of the current fiscal 
year. The transfer provided by 
SB 8 also enables the state to 
receive another $1,166,500 in 
federal funds, with $166,500 to 
come from the counties.

Wooden awn­ 
ings covered the sidewalks, ana there wasn't afoot of paved street 
in the town. During the 31 years we have enjoyed in this city we 
have seen a complete overhauling of every phase of business and 
social life. The introduction of the automobile changed everything, 
and Fed Bluff has kept pace with the new era. We are keeping pace 
with the airplane also, and will be ready for television when it 
com es/’ 


Well, television has come, a lot of other changes have come, 
and more are on the way. And the Red Bluff Daily News looks for­ 
ward to them with keen anticipation. 


Animals On A Diet 
Thanks to human weight-watching, the weight of m eat-pro­ 
ducing animals also is being watched. The situation was neatly 
summed up recently by a well known judge of livestock, George 
W. Strathearn; “This is the red meat era. Fat’s out. The day of 
the waddly fat steer, or hog or sheep, is gone.” 


Housewives growing more conscious of the dangers of too much 
fat in the diet gave the changeover from well larded meat its ini­ 
tial impetus some years ago. They began to demand leaner hams 
and bacon at the butcher shop. The butcher told the breeders, and 
they went to work to produce leaner hogs. 


Soon cattle and sheep, too, were getting the trimmed-down 
treatment. The transition took longer than with hogs, but generally 
speaking today’s beef and lamb also are leaner than was the case 
not many years ago. 


All this lends support to the belief that in the long run the con­ 
sumer’s wishes prevail in the marketplace. This time, considering 
what medical science tells us about the perils of cholesterol 
from too much animal fat, the consumer’s wishes seem to coincide 
with his welfare.

At first glance the intimate 
relationship between religion 
and medicine may evade some 
people. When one considers, 
however, that spiritual guid­ 
ance by religious advisors is 
often the first line of defense 
against the massive problems 
of daily living, it becomes 
more apparent that this bond 
is a vital one. A remarkable 
book by Dr. Carl Hermann 
Voss, In Search of Meaning, 
has just been published by Ex- 
calibur Books. In it Dr. Voss 
emphasizes that all peoples, 
from ancient times to now', re­ 
flect better health when they 
are given, by their beliefs, 
the assurance that life is 
meaningful, purposeful and 
filled with hope rather than 
despair. 
Dr. Voss points out that the 
joy, beauty and abundance of 
living in good health depends 
on the inner glow* of security 
that comes from having some 
form of faith. 
I w a s particularly im­ 
pressed by this book on the 
living religions of the world, 
because there was emphasis 
on hope and encouragement 
rather than despair and anx­ 
iety. This supports the modern 
concept of the relationship be­ 
tween the mind and the body, 
which now is considered a 
single unity rather than two 
distinctly different parts of 
tlu> total makeup of every hu­ 
man being. 
Modem education has im­ 
pressed on people everywhere 
that it is no longer a shame 


BOSTON — How much will 
Spiro Agnew dominate Ameri­ 
can policy toward Greece once 
he becomes Vice President is 
the question being asked by our 
NATO allies almost more than 
in the United States. The Lon­ 
don Sunday Times recently pub­ 
lished a feature story on this 
subject. 
Gov. Agnew has become an en­ 
thusiastic supporter of the 
Greek military junta which has 
been under severe criticism by 
many Greek-Americans and by 
some of our NATO allies for 
having imprisoned the 6,848 
leaders of the political opposi­ 
tion, including former Premier 
George Papandreou, together 
with his son Andreas, a former 
professor at the University of 
Minnesota and the University of 
California. 
In the United States, interest 
has concentrated more on Ag­ 
new s conflicts of interest in 
Maryland, as developed by the 
New York Times. Its report 
on Agnew dealt with the fact 
that he was a director and 
stockholder in a bank which held 
$200,000 in state funds while 
he, as governor, was entrusted 
with administering the banking 


laws of Maryland. 
The Times also pointed out that 
he bought up land which was 
later selected as an approach to 
a bridge. Agnew, as governor, 
helped select the location of the 
bridge. 
Many diplomats, however, are 
equally if not more interested 
in what Agnew's interest would 
be on foreign policy as Vice 
President. 
Gov. Agnew s support oí the 
Greek military is reported tobe 
inspired in part by his associa­ 
tion with Tom Pappas, one of the 
fund-raisers for Nixon-Agnew 
and probably the biggest busi­ 
nessman in Greece. 
Pappas operates a steel mill 
in Salonika: one of the biggest 
oil refineries in the Mediter­ 
ranean, 
also in Salonika; a 
petro-chemlcal plant; and re­ 
cently secured the Coca-Cola 
concession for Greece. Pappas 
is also a vigorous supporter 
of the military regime and has 
been used by the Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency to siphon secret 
funds to Greece, reportedly 
to 
influence Greek politics, 
through his various foundations. 
Pappas has three foundations; 
the Thomas and Carrie Papas

or stigma to seek help and 
guidance for an emotional 
problem. Mature adults now 
recognize that seeking such 
guidance is no different from 
requesting a physician’s help 
for the treatment of a physi­ 
cal illness. 
There are hundreds of thou­ 
sands of square miles all over 
the United States in which 
there are no specialists for the 
treatm ent of neurotic com­ 
plaints. The general practic­ 
ing physician is truly the bul­ 
wark of support for people 
with psychological problems 
for which they need proper 
help and direction. 
Religious advisors o f f e r 
many people in far distant 
communities that advice and 
direction that sustains them 
until more intensive psycho­ 
therapy can be obtained. The 
close cooperation b e t w e e n 
these religious advisors and 
the physician sustains the 
mental balance in many peo­ 
ple who are temporarily un­ 
able to extricate themselves 
from 
seemingly impossible 
emotional situations. 
In In Search of Meaning the 
growth of religions is traced 
from the Grecian civilization, 
showing how philosophers 
have tried to explain the ori­ 
gin and meaning of life, and 
highlighting the close alliance 
between total good health and 
inner peace. 
Another interesting book, 
by George and Muriel Beadle, 
called The Language of Life, 
studies the new science of 
heredity, now blossoming and 
pointing its sights at explain­ 
ing the "why» of birth and 
the control of evolution." In 
it the wonderful chemical 
building blocks of life show 
the relationship between the 
growth of science and modem 
civilization. 
Here are two books, one 
philosophical and one scien­ 
tifically practical, united by a 
common aim: man’s better 
understanding of himself to 
bring him better emotional 
and physical health.

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_ b y DREW PEARSON 
Charitable Foundation, the Pap­ 
pas Charitable Trust and the 
Pappas Family Foundation. 
Tom Pappas, unlike his broth­ 
er John, is a Republican and 
has been chairman of various 
Republican financial commit­ 
tees for New England dating 
back for a dozen years, John 
Pappas, a Democrat, is pres­ 
ident of the Suffolk Downs race 
track outside of Boston. 
Tom Pappas, together with Sp- 
yros Skouras, chairman of 20th 
Century-Fox motion picture 
company, has been active in 
supporting Gov. Agnew since 
I960 when Agnew first jumped 
from an obscure county official 
to governor of Maryland. Skou­ 
ras staged a luncheon for Ag­ 
new at that time to which prom­ 
inent Greeks and Greek-Amer­ 
icans were invited, including 
some of the lords of the ship­ 
ping world — Aristotle Onassis, 
new husband oí Jacqueline Ken­ 
nedy, Stavros G. Livanos, once 
father-in-law of Onassis, and 
S t a v r o s Niarchos, Onassis’ 
brother-in-law Manuel Kulu- 
kundis. 


PAPPAS CHOSE AGNEW 
Later, when Nixon was looking 
around for a vice presidential 
running mate, Pappas played a 
part in Agnew s selection. 
At a meeting in the law of­ 
fice of Lord, Day and Lord, of 
which former Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell is a part­ 
ner, it was decided that Mayor 
John 
Lindsay 
of New York 
should be Nixon's running mate. 
But when Sen. Strom Thurmond 
turned thumbs down, Tom Pap­ 
pas was one of those who en­ 
couraged the selection of his 
friend Gov. Agnew of Maryland. 
It was suggested at the time that 
Pappas could raise substantial 
funds from Greek-Americans 
to support Agnew. 


This financial support, how­ 
ever, has been disappointing. 
Greek shipowners who were ex­ 
pected to contribute have been 
reluctant. Many Americans of 
Greek descent have also held 
back, though they have been an­ 
xious to support the three 
G r e e k - American Congress­ 
men, John Brademas of Indiana, 
Peter Kyros of Maine and Nick 
Galifianakis of North Carolina, 
all highly respected members 
of Congress. 
Pappas has worked hard at the 
money-raising job and even took 
a trip all the way to New O r­ 
leans tocontactWilliam Helis, a 
leader of the Greek-American 
community. 
He came back 
empty-handed. 
Pappas has now returned to 
Athens to handle pressing busi­ 
ness affairs, somewhat dis­ 
couraged over the failure of 
Greek-Americans to support 
the governor of Maryland. 
Among those who have contri­ 
buted, however, is Joseph M. 
Linsey, the former Boston boot - 
legger who is alsopart owner of 
the Suffolk Downs race track 
and the Taunton dog track, and 
whose underworld ties combin­ 
ed with generous charitable 
contributions have made him 
one of the most controversial 
figures in Massachusetts. 
Meanwhile, it will be interest­ 
ing to see what influence Gov. 
Agnew has on American Greek 
policy when and if he becomes 
Vice President. The London 
Sunday Times recently com­ 
mented, referring to Pappas, 
that “ One of Agnew’s most in­ 
fluential backers . . . is a 
Greek-American 
millionaire 
with interesting links with the 
Central Intelligence Agency who 
is an open champion of the 
Greek junta.” In view of this, 
the Times noted, “ The rulers 
of Greece have decided they 
no longer need to spend their 
$250,000 budget which they had 
allocated for public relations 
work in the United States.'’ 
Greece, the birthplace of de­ 
mocracy, is a key member of 
NATO and the first European 
nation to receive American aid 
under the Truman Doctrine. 
Americans of Greek descent are 
about evenly, though bitterly, 
divided as to whether the pres­ 
ent government by the colonels 
is good or bad for Greece.

Aid For Aged, Blind/ Disabled 
SACRAMENTO - The “ crit­ 
ical shelter needs” of aged, 
blind and disabled welfare re­ 
cipients are the target of pro­ 
posed new regulations State 
Welfare Director JohnC.Mont­ 
gomery will present at a public 
hearing in Carmel on Nov. 8. 
The hearing is being held in con­ 
junction with the annual meeting 
of the County Welfare Directors 
Association of California. 
The proposed provisions would 
establish a means of meeting, 
on a limited, short-term basis, 
the unmet shelter needs of cer­ 
tain recipients of Old Age Se­ 
curity, Aid to Blind, and Aid to 
Disabled public assistance pro­ 
grams. 


Montgomery said the statutory 
basis for the proposed regula­ 
tions is Senate Bill 8 (Miller - 
Petris). It was adopted by the 
legislature this year as an ur­ 
gency measure so it became ef­ 
fective immediately upon Gov­ 
ernor Ronald Reagan’s signa­ 
ture. The bill provides, In part, 
for the budget transfer of $1 
million in state Senior Citizens 
Tax Assistance funds to meet 
the unmet shelter needs of pub­ 
lic assistance recipients during 
the balance of the current fiscal 
year. The transfer provided by 
SB 8 also enables the state to 
receive another $1,166,500 in 
federal funds, with $166,500 to 
come from the counties.

The day of 
the waddly fat ste e r, or hog or sheep, is gone.** 


Housewives growing m ore conscious of the dangers of too much 
fat in the diet gave the changeover from well larded m eat Its Ini • 
ttal im petus som e years ago. They began to demand leaner ham s 
and bacon at the butcher shop. The butcher told the b reed ers, and 
they went to work to produce leaner hogs. 


Soon cattle and sheep, too, were getting the trim m ed-down 
treatm ent. The transition took longer than with hogs, but generally 
speaking today’s beef and lam b also are leaner than was the case 
not many years ago. 


All this lends stp p o rt to the belief that in the long run the con­ 
su m er's w ishes prevail In the m arketplace. This tim e, considering 
what m edical science te lls us about the p erils of cholesterol 
from too much animal fat, the consum er’s w ishes seem to coincide 
with his w elfare.

Modern education h a s im ­

problem. M ature adults now 
recognize th a t seeking such 
guidance is no different from 
requesting a physician's help 
for the treatm ent of a physi­ 
cal illness.

building blocks of life show 
the relationship betw een the 
grow th of science and modem 
civilization.

The proposed provisions would 
establish a means of meeting, 
on a lim ited, short-term basis, 
the unmet shelter needs of c e r­ 
tain recipients of Old Age Se­ 
curity, Aid to Blind, and Aid to 
D isabled public assistance p ro ­ 
gram s. 


Montgomery said the statutory 
b asis for the proposed regula­ 
tions is Senate Bill 8 (M iller- 
P etris).

Even though the Sacramento River in this area has not been 


designated as a Wild River, it's still very much wild and beautiful. 
'Everyone in this area takes pride in the river and all the recrea- 
tion it can provide. And provide it does. Fishing, boating, picknick- 
ing, swimming, and even some hunting. 


Besides these functions, the river is considered now the most 


important king salmon producer in the Western United States. 
We must thus . . . 
never take this stream for granted and 


think that it will be as it has always been. 


Last week I really got the shivers over a serious potential 


threat to the very things I have mentioned. 


While fishing on the river above Red Bluff for the past week we 


noticed large quantities of foam on the water surface, shore- 
line, and the channel area. The water had a strong odor of pulp 
waste. The usual greenish color of the water was brown. How 
many of you noticed this ?How could this happen? We read about the 
Potomac and the Great Lakes, but not here on the Sacramento,, 
Yes, here on the Sacramento in the not so Golden West. Pollu- 
tion has shown its existence in all its bold smell and color. 


On October 22 through October 27, we witnessed what I would 


say to be the worst instance of pollution I have ever seen on the 
Sacramento. Why did this have to occur at such a critical time 
when there are so many lall-run king salmon spawning and small 
fry steelhead and salmon all about? 


Of all the threats to the existence of our salmon, steelhead, 


and trout, pollution has become the most feared. Scientists con- 
tend that water pollution is potentially our most critical fisher- 
ies problem and warn that unless suitable safeguards are made 
compulsory, population and industry will virtually wipe out our fish 
resources. 


Pollution can be deiined as anything which un-naturallj alters 


the quality of water, and there are three types; organic, inorganic. 
and thermal. 


Organic pollution refers to wastes from sewaae disposal 


systems, meat, iruit, and vegetable processing plants and saw- 
mills. The}' contain materials which are consumed by bacteria 
bacteria which inhabit all natural waters. When organic pol- 
lution is too great, the bacteria can no longer handle it. During 
the decomposition of untreated sewage in water, large quanti- 
ties of oxygen are used up, and often a stretch of s t r e a m 
will become completely devoid of oxycen. In addition, sewage 
sometimes releases simple chemical compounds which act us 
fertilizers for some aquatic plants and excessive algae or other 
plant growth can kill fish. The "death" ol Lake Erie is a classic 
example ol a body of water becoming excessively polluted b\ 
untreated wastes. Much of the surface oi the lake is covered 
with algae, which has killed all other living organisms. 


Almost all of organic pollution can be eliminated throtich arti- 


ficial pretreatment of wastes, which in effect compres.ses in time 
and area the natural purification process of the streams. 


Another extremely dangerous lorm of pollution is that caused 


by the introduction of inorganic wastes into the water. Th-'se chan- 
ge the fish's environment radically th/ough physical or chemical 
action. 


The effluent from pulp mills is one ol the most iamiliar of 


these types of pollutants, but they can also emanate irom metal 
plating plants, fertilizer plants, and any t>pe of mine, or from 
any industry which includes in its waste dangerous chemical 
compounds. Aerial spraying of insecticides can also prove lethal 
to fish. Modern detergents are another pollutant that can lie ex- 
tremely harmful. 


Thermal pollution is caused by extreme temperature changes 


in the water that affect the fish's environment,This type ol pollu- 
tion is quite common where atomic power plants have been metall- 
ed. 


These problems are easy to Identify at times and at times they 


are not. If you are out fishing and suspect that your waters are 
becoming polluted don't wish for something to be done. Wishing 
these days will get you nothing but an empty creel, loose lines, 
and a bucket of dirty water. Take action on the situation. Write

Even though the Sacram ento River in this area has not been 
designated as a Wild River, It’s still very much wild and beautiful. 
Everyone in this area takes pride Ln the river anti all the re c re a ­ 
tion it can provide. And provide it does. Fishing, boating, picknick- 
ing, swimming, and even som e hunting. 
Besides these functions, the river is considered now the most 
im portant king salmon producer in the W estern United States. 
We must thus . . . 
never take this stream for granted and 
think that it will be as it has always been. 
L ast week I really got the shivers over a serious potential 
threat to the very things I have mentioned. 
While fishing on the river above Red Bluff for the past week we 
noticed large quantities of foam on the w ater surface, sh o re­ 
line, and the channel area. The w ater had a strong odor of pulp 
w aste. The usual greenish color of the w ater was brown. How 
many of you noticed this ?How could this happen? We read about the 
Potom ac and the Great Lakes, but not here on the Sacramento. 
Yes, here on the Sacram ento in the not so Golden West, Pollu­ 
tion has shown its existence in all its bold sm ell and color. 
On October 22 through October 27, we w itnessed what I would 
say to be the w orst instance of pollution I have ever seen on the 
Sacram ento. Why did this have to occur at such a critical tim e 
when there are so many fall-run king salmon spawning and sm all 
fry steelhead and salmon all about? 
Of all the threats to the existence of our salm on, steelhead, 
and trout, pollution has become the most feared. Scientists con­ 
tend that w ater pollution is potentially our m ost critical fish er­ 
ies problem and warn that unless suitable safeguards are made 
com pulsory, population and industry will virtually wipe out our fish 
re so u rc e s. 
Pollution can be defined as anything which un -naturally alters 
the quality of w ater, and there are three types; organic, inorganic, 
and therm al. 
Organic pollution refers to wastes from sewave disposal 
sy stem s, m eat, fruit, and vegetable processing plants and saw ­ 
m ills. They contain m aterials which are consum ed by bacteria 
b a c te ria which inhabit all natural w aters. When organic pol­ 
lution is too great, the b acteria can no longer handle it. During 
the decom position of untreated sewage in w ater, large quanti­ 
tie s of oxygen are used up, and often a stre tc h of s t re a m 
w ill become completely devoid of oxygen. In addition, sewage 
som etim es releases sim ple chemical compounds which act as 
fe rtiliz e rs for some aquatic plants and excessive algae or other 
plant growth can kill fish. The - ‘death” of Lake E rie is a classic 
exam ple of a body of w ater becoming excessively polluted by 
untreated w astes. Much of the surface of the lake is covered 
w ith algae, which has killed all other living organism s. 
Almost all of organic pollution can be elim inated through a rti­ 
ficial pretreatm ent of w astes, which in effect com presses in tim e 
and area the natural purification process of the stream s. 
Another extrem ely dangerous form of pollution is that caused 
by the introduction of inorganic w astes into the w ater. These chan­ 
ge the fish’s environment radically through physical or chemical 
action. 
The effluent from pulp m ills is one of the m ost familiar of 
th ese types of pollutants, but they can also em anate from m etal 
plating plants, fertilizer plants, and any type of mine, or from 
any industry which includes in its waste dangerous chemical 
com pounds. A erial spraying of insecticides can also prove lethal 
to fV^h. M odern detergents are another pollutant that can be ex­ 
trem ely harm ful. 
T herm al pollution is caused by extrem e tem perature changes 
in the w ater that affect the fish ’s environm ent. This type of pollu­ 
tion is quite common where atom ic power plants have been install­ 
ed. 
These problem s are easy to Identify at tim es and at times they 
a re not. If you are out fishing and suspect that your waters are 
becom ing polluted don’t wish for something to be done. Wishing 
these days will get you nothing but an empty cre el, loose lines, 
and a bucket of dirty w ater. Take action on the situation. W rite

Even though the Sacramento River In this area has not been 
designated as a Wild River, It’s still very much wild and beautiful. 
Everyone in this area takes pride in the river «ugl all the recrea­ 
tion It can provide. And provide it does. Fishing, boating, pickmck- 
tng, swimming, and even some hunting. 
f* 
Besides these functions, the river is considered now the most 
important king salmon producer in the Western United States. 
We must thus . . . 
never take this stream for granted and 
think that it will be as it has always been. 
Last week I really got the shivers over a serious potential 
threat to the very things I have mentioned. 
While fishing on the river above Red Bluff for the past week we 
noticed large quantities of foam on the water surface, shore­ 
line, and the channel area. The water had a strong odor of pulp 
waste. The usual greenish color of the water was brown. How 
many of you noticed this ?How could this happen? We read about the 
Potomac and the Great Lakes, but not here on the Sacramento. 
Yes, here on the Sacramento in the not so Golden West. Pollu­ 
tion has shown its existence in all its bold smell and color. 
On October 22 through October 27, we witnessed what I would 
say to be the worst instance of pollution I have ever seen on the 
Sacramento. Why did this have to occur at such a critical time 
when there are so many fall-run king salmon spawning and small 
fry steelhead and salmon all about? 
Of all the threats to the existence of our salmon, steelhead, 
and trout, pollution has become the most feared. Scientists con­ 
tend that water pollution is potentially our most critical fisher­ 
ies problem and warn that unless suitable safeguards are made 
compulsory, population and industry will virtually wipe out our fish 
resources. 
Pollution can be defined as anything which un-naturally alters 
the quality of water, and there are three types: organic, inorganic, 
and thermal. 
Organic pollution refers to wastes from sewage disposal 
systems, meat, fruit, and vegetable processing plants and saw­ 
m ills. They contain materials which are consumed by bacteria 
bacteria which inhabit all natural waters. When organic pol­ 
lution is too great, the bacteria can no longer handle It. During 
the decomposition of untreated sewage in water, large quanti­ 
ties of oxygen are used up, and often a stretch of s tre a m 
will become completely devoid of oxygen. In addition, sewage 
sometimes releases simple chemical compounds which act as 
fertilizers for some aquatic plants and excessive algae or other 
plant growth can kill fish. The “death” of Lake Erie is a classic 
example of a body of water becoming excessively polluted by 
untreated wastes. Much of the surface of the lake is covered 
with algae, which has killed all other living organisms. 
Almost all of organic pollution can be eliminated through arti­ 
ficial pretreatment of wastes, which in effect compresses in time 
and area the natural purification process of the streams. 
Another extremely dangerous form of pollution is that caused 
by the introduction of inorganic wastes into the water. These chan­ 
ge the fish’s environment radically through physical or chemical 
action. 
The effluent from pulp mills is one of the most familiar of 
these types of pollutants, but they can also emanate from metal 
plating plants, fertilizer plants, and any type of mine, or from 
any industry which includes in its waste dangerous chemical 
compounds. Aerial spraying of Insecticides can also prove lethal 
to fi^h. Modern detergents are another pollutant that can be ex­ 
tremely harmful. 
Thermal pollution is caused by extreme temperature changes 
in the water that affect the fish’s environment*This type of pollu­ 
tion is quite common where atomic power plants have been install­ 
ed. 
These problems are easy to identify at times and at times they 
are not. If you are out fishing and suspect that your waters are 
becoming polluted don’t wish for something to be done. Wishing 
these days will get you nothing but an empty creel, loose Unes, 
and a bucket of dirty water. Take action on the situation. Write

HOUSTON FLOURNOY 
California State Controller... 


On September 5, 1968, Controller Houston Flournoy issued a report 
to Californians. Highlighted was the fact that 25 appraisers, most of 
them appointees of Democrat Controller Alan Cranston and since 
replaced by Flournoy, failed to account for their expenses. According 
to a Sa.i Jose Mercury-News Sacramento Bureau article which re­ 
viewed the report, a tabulation of some 154 appraisers who did file 
income reports during Cranston's term as controller, showed that 
each averaged $20,654 during 1967. After Flournoy took office he ini­ 
tiated a program of qualification testa for inheritance tax appraisers.

May, 1964... 


In a joint press release reported by the United Press International in 
May of 1964, four Negro public officials charged that Ainn Cranston 
pretended to favor the civil rights program white taking the opposite 
position in the operation of his office as California State Controller. 
Making the accusation, according to United Press International, were 
the Hon. Gilbert Lindsay and Billy G. Mills, Los Angeles City Coun- 
cilmen, and the Hon. F. Douglas Ferrell and Mervyn M. Dymally, Los 
Angeles Assemblymen. They said: "Cranston does not visibly have 
one member of any minority group on his Sacramento capítol staff 
while other state office holders do."
